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INTRODUCTION. 



The report for this year shows a substantial and gratifying in- 
crease in the number of applications for employment and help, and 
in the number of positions obtained. Compared with the record for 
the year preceding the increase numbers 7,830 for employment and 
7,874 placed in positions. While the primary purpose in establish- 
ing these offices was to aid the common or unskilled laborer in getting 
work without cost to him or her, their influence has not been limited 
to that class. The offices are open and available for all people in 
need of employment. That the opportunities afforded by them have 
been taken advantage of by those following more specialized occupa- 
tions will appear upon reference to the table relating to skilled and 
unskilled labor. From this it is shown that nearly 8,000 people, 
representing established skilled trades, including commercial and 
professional pursuits, have secured positions during the year. When 
it is remembered that the free offices have neither the time nor the 
means to publicly or personally solicit or place men who have quali- 
fied themselves for employment requiring technical ability, the 
showing made is quite creditable. When the facilities offered by 
such offices in this direction become more generally known they will 
be in a better position to meet the demands of the higher and more 
specialized grades of employment. The modern tendency to speciali- 
zation is very apparent in this as in other lines of enterprise. The 
better class of private employment agencies will accept only applica- 
tions for a certain service, mainly of a professional character. Com- 
mitted to meet the wants of a particular class all their attention in 
soliciting applications from firms in need of such help, in looking up 
references, advertising, etc., etc., is devoted to that jnirpose. It is not 
to be expected that offices engaged as those of the State are, in the 
business of supplying general help, can do much along si^ecial lines. 
To attempt to encourage specialties would in effect diminish their 
usefulness, and in a measure frustrate the purpose for w^hich they 
were organized. 

There is more or less security in an established trade or profession. 
When industrial fluctuations take place, it is the common or unskilled 
workman who is first affected, his services as a rule can be easier and 
more readily dispensed with ; thus it becomes the special concern of 
the State, through its offices, to render such classes all possible 
assistance. 
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4 • STATtlSTiCS OF LABOR. 

We regret having to record the death of two of the officers of the 
Peoria Free Employment Office — Mr. Charles Easton, Assistant Su- 
perintendent, after a brief illness died February 6, 1905; and Mr. 
Edward E Walker, Superintendent, March 11, 1905. Mr. Walker 
had been a sufferer for several months, and his death was not unex- 
pected. Both men were efficient and faithful workers in the line of 
their duties, laboring to establish and advance the practical useful- 
ness of the office over which they had charge.

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The total number of persons registering, seeking places to work, 
was 45,3:^3; of this number 32,013, or 70.77 per cent, were males, and 
13.250, or 29.23 per cent, females; the total number is augmented by 
448; males 207, females 241, being applications on file and brought' 
forward from the previous year, so that the total number of appli- 
cations handled during the year was 45,771.

This is the largest number registered during any one year since 
the organization of these offices; of this number 83.23 per cent was 
filed in the three Chicago offices. 

The number for whom positions were secured is larger than for 
either of the past two years, and was only exceeded in 1902; the total 
number this year is shown to be 39,598: of this number 27,652 or 
69.83 per cent were males, and 11,946 or 30.17 i)er cent, females. 
These proportions vary but a fraction from those shown for applica- 
tions for employment. 

The total number of applications registered by employers seeking 
help was 4-^,577; of this number 29,351, or 65.8^ per cent, were for 
males, and 15,226 or 34.16 per cent for females. The total number 
registered was nearly 8,000 more than last year. 

The results accomplished by each of the four offices are better 
shown in a table of percentages, giving the proportion of both male 
and female applicants who were placed in positions; also the corres- 
ponding information as to help supplied to employers:

Observing the Chicago offices, it will be seen that the North Side 
office secured positions for the largest proportion of both male and 
female applicants for positions. The West Side office supplied em- 
ployers with the largest per cent of applications for male help, while 
the Peoria office furnished the largest percentage of females to em- 
ployers, and combining both males and females, supplied a larger 
per cent than either of the other offices. 

Considering the work of all the offices in securing positions for 
those desiring work during the year, the percentages show a decided 
increase in efficiency over last year. Regarding the supplying of 
help to employers a similar increase is shown, excepting the furnish- 
ing of female help, which shows a slight decrease; altogether the 
work performed by all the offices presents very satisfactory results. 

To bring out fully and in compact form the work accomplished 
by these offices, since their establishment, a series of tables are 
introduced, showing for the six complete years, from Oct. 1, 1899, 
to Oct. 1, 1905, the extent of the business in hand and completed in 
each year during the period named. The first presentation is 
arranged by classified occupations, and by years, giving the number 
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of applications, both for employment and for help, also the number 
of positions secured, with the percentages of positions secured to 
both classes of applicants:

That this exhibit may be correctly understood, it is to be noted 
that the first annual report (1899), to conform to the fiscal year 
provided in the law, covered only a period of nine weeks, from Aug. 
2, to Sept. 30, 1899; while in the third annual report (1901), the 
Peoria office represented but three months of its business, namely, 
from July 1 to Sept. 30, of that year. By reference to the table 
it will be seen that the showing is for six complete years, with the 
fractional years referred to omitted. The record is that of 233,472 
persons registered in these offices for places to work, during these six 
years; this is an average of 38,912 for each year. Of the total 
number registering for places 151,196, or 64.76 per cent were males, 
and 82,276, or 35.24 per cent females. 
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- The total number of places secured during the six years to tnbs4^- 
applying for positions wf s :^04,714, being an average of 84,119 for 
each year; of this total number 128,128, or 62.59 per cent were 
males, and 76,591, or 87.41 per cent were females. 

The highest percentage of positions secured for males was in the 
class of manual laborers, for females in that of domestic service. 

Table 4 is summarized in three additional tables: the first showing, 
by years, the number of applications for employment registered each 
year by both sexes; the number of positions secured to each, and the 
number unfilled. To these tables are added the fractional years, here- 
tofore referred to, making a complete record of all the business tran- 
sacted during the entire time these offices have been in operation.

Refer^'ing to table 8 it will be seen that the demand for male em- 
ployes in skilled labor met with a supply equal to 80.57 per cent, 
while for those seeking employment in this class less than one-half 
secured positions. For females the demands by both employes and 
employers are more evenly divided. However, the total number in 
both classes, employes and employers, is a very small proportion of 
the whole number considered. 

For the so-called unskilled labor presented in table 9, the numbers 
t-ind percentages show a very even division as to both employes and 
employers. 

APPLICATIONS FOR EMPLOYMENT. 

The detailed work of the four offices for the year is presented in a 
series of tables that follow. The lirst showing is the applications 
registered by persons seeking positions. These are shown separately 
for males and females; the classification of occupations for males, 
shows 180 different vocations registered and fifty-four for females.

The first line in the table shows the total number of persons placed 
in the several occupations by each of the offices. 

The total number for whom positions were secured was 89,598, of 
these 27,652, or 69.83 per cent were males, and 11,946, or 30.17 per 
cent were females. 

Observing the different occupations for males, and the number 
securing places, it will be seen that applicants of laborers are far in 
excess of any other occupation; they account for 56.86 percent of the 
total number. Directing attention to the occupations of females, it 
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is found that positions were secured for 80 i)er cent of the total num- 
ber desiring work in what may be termed domestic or household serv- 
ice, such as chambermaids, cooks, day workers, dining room help, 
dishwashers, domestic service, general house work, housekeepers, 
kitchen work and waiters. However, the next table presented gives 
the total number of both applications for employment and help, with 
the number of positions secured, by the four offices combined, also 
the percentages of positions secured for both classes of applicants :

Attention is directed to the last two columns of the table; here is 
shown the completed work of these offices. Out of the total number 
of applicants for employment 87.;i7 per cent were placed in positions, 
while 88.83 per cent of the employers were supplied with the help 
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sought for. The number of men applying for work as ordinary labor- 
ers and railroad laborers, is shown to be 16,24^, or 50 per cent of the 
total number making application for places. Of this number 15,722, 
or 96.80 per cent, were furnished with positions to work. 

In the classification of occupations, it has been the endeavor of the 
superintendents to diminish the number of classes, and show in a 
more contracted form the list of applicants, both for employment and 
for help, but the number increases rather than decreases. However, 
as in former reports, a selection has been made of the leading occupa- 
tions of both sexes, as shown in the following table, reducing the 
number to twenty-eight occupations for males and twenty for females:

The twenty-eight occupations of males in this table accounts for 
27,872, or 8B.9 per cent, of the total number making applications for 
employment; 25,959, or 84.44 per cent, of employers wanting help; 
and 24,443, or 88.4 per cent, of those placed in positions. Of the 
twenty occupations shown for females, the table gives 11,596, or 87.52 
per cent, of the total number seeking employment; 13,038, or 85.63 
per cent, of employers; and 10,202, or 85.4 per cent, for whom posi- 
tions were secured. 
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There is a very slight diflPerence shown in the percentages of the 
totals as to both sexes. 

The classification of all of the occupations is presented under nine 
diflFerent callings for males and seven for females. The number of 
applications for employment, and for help, also the number of posi- 
tions secured, with the per cent that each occupation bears to the 
total number in the class. The table follows:

It will be seen that of the male applicants 16,24:3, or 50.64 per cent 
were registered for manual labor. The increase for positions in this 
class is nearly 6,000, or 55 per cent over last year. The total number 
of male applicants for employment shown in the classified list was 
82,07H; omitting the number included as miscellaneous, we have 
27,289 in the eight classes, of this number 23,974, or 87.85 per cent 
were secured places. 

Considering the females applying for employment, and omitting 
the miscellaneous class, it is found that of the 12,395 applicants in 
the six classes, 10,974, or 88.53 per cent were given positions. 
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The percentages of positions secured, in each class, of the number 
applying for employment, and the number applying for help, for both 
males and females, are shown in the following table, computed from 
the foregoing table:

Referring to the proportion of positions secured for both sexes in 
all of the occupations a very slight difference will be noticed. For 
males the range is from 44.55 per cent in clerical service to 96.79 per 
cent in manual labor; for females, from BO per cent in personal ser- 
vice to 90.51 per cent in domestic service. As to the employers of 
labor it is shown that 93.56 per cent applying for male workmen were 
supplied, the range being 79.62 per cent in commercial service to 
99.05 per cent in transportation employments. In securing the ser- 
vices of females the proportions are notably less, the range being from 
61.20 per cent in trade occupations to 89.09 per cent in clerical work, 
and 77.80 per cent for all classes of occupations.

Observing the first line in the table it is shown that, of the total 
number, 352 have no report of their age; deducting this number from 
the total, we have 31,721 persons enumerated under the different age 
periods, of whom 11.85 per cent were under 20 years of age; 42.19 
per cent, 20 but under 30 years; 31.02 per cent, 30 but under 40 
years; 12.32 per cent, 40 but under 50 years; 2.31 per cent, 50 but 
under 60 years, and less than one- third of 1 per cent over 60 years. 

Referring to the total number of females there were 698 failing to 
report ages; deducting this number we have a total of 12,552 under 
the several age periods. Of the total number their ages are shown, 
as follows: 19.43 per cent under 20 years of age; 37.05 per cent, 20 
but under 30 years; 27.25 per cent, 30 but under 40 years; 12.20 per 
cent, 40 but under 50 years; 3.44 per cent, 50 but under 60 years, and 
less than two-thirds of 1 per cent 60 years and over. 

The only marked difference in the proportion of the sexes, under 
the several age periods shown, is of those under 20 years of age, the 
females being about 8 per cent more than the males.

The first two lines at the head of the table gives the totals under 
the different headings, and the next two lines show the percentages. 
Of the males 24.75 per cent were married, and 75.25 per cent single; 
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the females show H8.82 per cent married and 61.18 per cent single. 
The married men report 8,928 dependent children, which signifies 
slightly over two members to each family ; of the females 70 per cent 
reixjrted having dependent children. Less than 5 per cent of the 
males and 1 per cent of the females were members of trade unions. 
The average days of lost time were eleven for males and seven for fe- 
males. Those of the males signifying a willingness to accept posi- 
tions outside of the cities, constitute 50 per cent of the total. Of the 
females 1,953 or only 14.74 per cent agreed to accept work outside of 
the cities; of this number of females, however, 1,760, or 90 per cent 
registered for places in domestic service. 

NATIONALITY, 

The final presentation is that of the nationality of the applicants 
for employment, this showing is also under the classified form, and is 
shown in detail as to occupations in table 22. This is followed by a 
recapitulation presented in table 23. Referring to this recapitulation 
it will be seen that of the total number of males 1,786 are grouped as 
miscellaneous and not reported; this leaves 30,287 answering the 
question as to nationality. 

The classification represents eighteen nationalities, four of these ac- 
count for 72.68 per cent of the total stated, as follows : American, 38.90 
per cent; Germans, 18.11 per cent; Irish, 8.15 per cent; Swedes, 7.52 
per cent; leaving 27.32 per cent distributed among the other fourteen 
classes. 

Referring to the females the four nationalities mentioned represent 
82.58 per cent of the total number, to- wit: Americans, 39.89 percent; 
Irish, 18.09 per cent; Germans, 13.92 per cent; Swedes, 10.68 per 
cent; leaving 17.42 per cent to the other fourteen nationalities.

Sir — In compliance with section six of the act of the General Assembly, 
creating the Illinois Free Employment offices, I herewith submit the seventh 
annual report of the business transacted in this office for the year ended 
Sept. 30, 1905, together with the expense account for maintaining the office 
for the same period. 

The report shows a great increase in the number of applications for help, 
also for positions secured applicants for employment, over previous years. 
This in a great measure is due to the fact that we have been called uf >on to 
furnish the entire system of the Chicago & Northwestern Railway with la- 
borers, through its labor agent, Mr. T. S. Bertrand. 

We have furnished a great many laborers to other railroads, and have dur- 
ing the past year received applications for help from all over the city and 
State, also a great many requests come from outside of the State even as far 
as California. During the past six months we have been unable to supply the 
demand made for laborers, and, while there has been a slight decrease, the 
demand will undoubtedly be renewed and continue indefinitely. 

The past year we have succeeded in compelling several private employment 
agencies to return money obtained from applicants for positions when they 
had refused to do so after the legal limit had expired. In this connection I 
desire to suggest that to make this office more effective all private employ- 
ment agencies located on the west side of Chicago be put under the control of 
this office. Any violation of the law by any agency located on this side of 
the city should be prosecuted by this office. If this authority is given to this 
office, I will be able in a very short time to eradicate from the west side, all 
of the private employment agencies that are being conducted unlawfully.
